Quarterly Return of Marriages, Births and Deaths 


NOTE - The figures in this report for 1966 and 1967 are provisiona], while those 


relating to 1965 and earlier years are definitive. The numbers of births and 
deaths are exclusive of late registrations, i.e., births and deaths registered 
on the authority of An tArd-Chlaraitheoir. Births, deaths and Marriages are 
registered in the county or county borough in which they occur. In the case 


of births and deaths assigned figures, i.e., those relating to residents of 
each area, are also shown. 
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MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,229 equivalent to an 
annua] rate of 4.5 per 1,000 population; this rate is 0.3 below that for the cor- 
responding quarter 1966. 

Of the tota] marriages 3,090 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and 
ceremonies of the Catholic Church, equivalent to a rate of 4.5 per 1,000 of 
Catholics in the population. The remainder, 139 is equivalent to a rate of 3.8 
per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 

The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the 
quarter is shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 14,775 of which 7,647 
were those of males and 7,128 were those of females. This number represents a 
rate of 20.5 per 1,000 of the population per annum, being 0.5 below that for the 
first quarter of 1966. 

The tota] includes 319 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.1 per cent of a)) 
births registered. 

The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also 


births assigned according to the area of norma] residence of the mother, are shown 
in Table V. 


DEATHS 


8,086 deaths were registered during the quarter, 4,420 males and 3,666 females 
and the equivalent annua] rate was 11.2 per 1,000 population, 3.4 below that for 
the first quarter of 1966. 

Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, 
and according to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths 
registered in each area is shown in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.- There were 63 deaths from tuberculosis of the respiratory: system 
and 10 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the first 
quarter of 1966 were 98 and 14 respectively. For rates see Table II. 


Other Infectious Diseases.- There was one death from whooping cough, 2 deaths 
from measles, 6 from infectious hepatitis, one from acute infectious encephalitis 
and 2 each from septicaemia, Wei]’s disease, tetanus and meningococca] infections. 


Malignant Neoplasms.- Deaths from a]] malignant neoplasms numbered 1,230 equi- 
valent to a rate of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these 512 were due to malignant 
neoplasms of the digestive system and 222 to malignant disease of the respiratory 
system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.- There were 1,447 deaths from coronary and 
arteriosclerotic heart disease, 741 from other myocardia) degeneration and 836 
from other diseases of the circulatory system. The rate for a]] these causes 
per 1,000 population was 4.2. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.- Deaths from influenza numbered 43, pneumonia 
accounted for 335 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 487 
deaths; corresponding figures for the first quarter of 1966 were 463, 606 and 
762 respectively. | 


Maternal Mortality.— There were 4 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and 
childbirth, equivalent to a rate of 0.3 per 1,000 births registered. The rate 
for the first quarter of 1966 was 0.2. 


Infant Mortality.- There were 373 deaths of infants under one year of age and 
296 of these occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 25 per 
1,000 births registered and the neo-nata] rate was 15. The rates for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1966 were 27 and 18. The rates for counties are shown in 
Table VI. 


Population.- The population in Apri], 1966 was 2,884,002; 1,449,032 males and 
1,434,970 females according to the Census of Population 1966.

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,935 equivalent to an annual 
ies of 5.4 per 1,000 population; this rate is 0.7 above that for the corresponding quarter 
of 1966. 


Of the total marriages 3,779 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies 
of the Catholic Church, equivalent to a rate of 5.5 per 1,000 of Catholics in the population. 
The remainder, 156 is equivalent to a rate of 4.2 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter 
is shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 16,710 of which 8,649 were those 
of males and 8,061 were those of females. This number represents an annual rate of 23.1 
per 1,000 of the population, being 0.2 above that for the second quarter of 1966. 


The total includes 462 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.8 per cent of all births 
registered. 


The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births 
assigned according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


There were 7,901 deaths registered during the quarter, 4.305 males and 3,596 females. 
The equivalent annual rate was 10.9 per 1,000 population, being 1.8 below that for the 
second quarter of 1966. 


Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and 
according to cause and area of residence in Table IV. The number of deaths registered in 
each area is shown in Table VI. 


Tuberculosis.— There were 63 deaths from tuberculosis of the respiratory system and 8 
from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures for the second quarter of 1966 
were 76 and 7 respectively. For rates see Table II. 


Other Infectious Diseases.— There were 9 deaths from septicaemia, 4 each from measles 
and infectious hepatitis, 2 each from whooping cough and tetanus, and one each from 
brucellosis, acute infectious encephalitis and leptospirosis. 


Malignant Neoplasms.— Deaths from all malignant neoplasms numbered 1,279 equivalent 
to a rate of 1.8 per 1,000 population. Of these,527 were due to malignant neoplasms of 
the digestive system and 208 to malignant disease of the respiratory system. 


Diseases of Circulatory System.— There were 1,400 deaths from coronary and arter- 
iosclerotic heart disease, 682 from other myocardial degeneration and 931 from other 
diseases of the circulatory system. The rate for all causes per 1,000 population was 4.2. 


Diseases of Respiratory System.— Deaths from influenza numbered 32, pneumonia 
accounted for 301 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 435 deaths; 
corresponding figures for the second quarter of 1966 were 415, 394 and 540 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.— There were 5 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and child- 
birth, equivalent to a rate of 0.3 per- 1,000 births registered. The rate for the second 
quarter of 1966 was 0.4. 


Infant Mortality.k— There were 416 deaths of infants under one year of age and 289 of 
these occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 25 per 1,000 births 
registered and the neo-natal rate was 17. The rates for the corresponding quarter of 1966 
were 25 and 16. The rates for counties are shown in Table VI. 


Population.— The estimated population in April, 1967 was 2,892,000; 1,453,000 males 
and 1,439,000 females.

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DECEMBER QUARTER, 1967 
MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,927 equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5.4 per 1,000 population, or 0.4 above that for the same quarter in 1966. . 


Of the total marriages 3,824 were celebrated in accordance with the rites and cere- 
monies of the Catholic Church, equivalent to a rate of 5.6 per 1,000 of Catholics in the 
population. The remainder, 103, is equivalent to a rate of 2.4 per 1,000 of the population 
other than Catholic. 


The number of marriages registered in each county and county borough in the quarter 
is shown in Table V. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the quarter was 14,218 of which 7,314 were 
those of males and 6,904 were those of females. This number represents a rate of 19.7 
per 1,000 of the population per annum, being 0.8 below that for the fourth quarter of 1966. 


The total includes 351 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.5 per cent of all births 
registered. 


The number of births registered in each county and county borough, and also births 
assigned according to the area of normal residence of the mother, are shown in Table V. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,830 of which 4,217 were 
those of males and 3,613 were those of females. The equivalent annual rate was 10.8 
per 1,000 population, or 0.4 below that for the fourth quarter of 1966. | 


Deaths classified according to cause, sex and age group are shown in Table III, and 
according to cause and area of residence in Table IV.. The number of deaths registered 
in each area is shown in Table VI. - 


Tuberculosis. - Deaths from this disease numbered 58, including 49 from tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 9 from other forms of tuberculosis. Corresponding figures 
for the fourth quarter of 1966 were 79, 76 and 3 respectively. For rates see Table II. 


Other Infectious Diseases. - There were 9 deaths from infectious hepatitis, 7 from 
septicaemia, 3 from acute infectious encephalitis, 2 each from dysentery and measles and 
one each from brucellosis, tetanus and whooping cough. 


Malignant Neoplasms. ~ Deaths under this heading: numbered 1,257, equivalent to a 
rate of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these, 532 or 42 per cent, were due to malignant 
_neoplasms of the digestive system. | 


Diseases of Circulatory System. ~ Deaths under this heading numbered 2,984, equiv- 
alent to a rate of 4.1 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic heart 
disease accounted for 1,418 or 48 per cent, while 586 or 20 per cent were due to other 
myocardial degeneration. © 


Diseases of Respiratory System. - Deaths from influenza numbered 18, pneumonia 
accounted for 315 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 495 deaths; 
corresponding figures for the fourth quarter of 1966 were 32, 314 and 458 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality. - There were 3 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and 
childbirth, equivalent to a rate of 0.2 per 1,000 births registered. The rate for the fourth 
quarter of 1966 was also 0.2. 

Infant Mortality. ~ There were 356 deaths of infants under one year of age and 235 of 
these occurred at ages under 4 weeks. The infant mortality rate was 25 per 1,000 births 
registered and neo-natal rate was 17._ The rates for the corresponding quarter of 1966 
were 24 and 15. The rates for counties are shown in Tabie VI.

YEAR 1967 


MARRIAGES 


_ The number of marriages returned during the year was 17,605, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6.1 per thousand of the population, or 0.3 above that for 1966. Of the total 
marriages 16,931 (or 6.2 per thousand of the estimated number of Catholics in the popula— 
tion) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church, 
The remainder, (674) is equivalent to 3. 9 per thousand of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 61,027, compared with 62,143 
for 1966. 


The number of boys was 31,498 and the number of girls was 29 929, the proportion 


being 1,067 boys to 1,000 girls. 


The annual birth rate was 21.1 per ecicoh population, and was 0.5 below the rate 
for 1966. 


There were 1,507 illegitimate births in 1967, equivalent to 2.5 per cent of all births. 
The corresponding figure in 1966 was 1,413 illegitimate births or 2.3 per cent of the 


: total births. 


DEATHS 
The number of deaths registered in 1967 was 31,002 which is 3,723 less than in the 


preceding year. The number of deaths of males was 16,803 and the number of female 


deaths was 14,199. 

The annual death rate in 1967 was 10.7 per thousand population, or 1.4 below that 
for 1966. 

Tuberculosis. = Deaths from this disease in 1967 numbered 250 (210 from tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 40 from all other forms), Corresponding figures for 1966 
were 339, 306 and 33 respectively. The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis in 1967 
was 0.09 per 1,000 population. 


Other Infectious Diseases. ~ There were 9 deaths from measles, 7 from whooping 
cough, 7 from infectious encephalitis, 3 from dysentery and one from diphtheria registered 
during 1967. 3 


_ Malignant Neoplasms. - Deaths ‘under this headin'g numbered 5,045, equivalent to a 
rate of 1.7 per 1,000 population. Of these 2,159 or 43 per cent were due to malignant 
neoplasms of the ‘digestive system. 

Diseases of Circulatory System. - Deaths wndet this beaiiae numbered 11,887, being 
equivalent to a rate of 4.1 per 1,000 population. Of these, coronary and arteriosclerotic 
heart disease accounted for 5, 570 or 47 per cent, while 2; 598 or 22 per cent were due to 


other myocardial degeneration. 


_ Diseases of Respiratory System. = Deaths from dieheonne numbered 101, pneumonia 
accounted for 1,186 deaths, while the remaining respiratory diseases caused 1,753 deaths, 
corresponding figures for the year 1966 were 949, 1,566 and 2,088 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality. ~ There were 14 deaths due to complications of pregnancy and 
childbirth, equivalent to a rate of 0.23 per 1,000 births erect as The corresponding 
rate for 1966 was 0.29. 


infant Mortality. - There were 1,496 qeaihe of infants under one year of age and 982 


of these occurred at ages under 4 weeks, The infant mortality rate was 25 per 1,000 
births registered and the neonatal rate was 16. The rates for counties are shown in 


Table 4.
